HE Lord Baxtas having delivered is 
\ | the former Dayes-worke, an excellent 
diſcourſe of the foure elements in generall, 
1 155848] and therein more particularly compriſed 
= both the nature of the fire and the aire: doth 
in this third booke ( which is an explanation of the third 
dayes creation,)deſceud from ____ to the two inferior 
elements, in the deſcription of which,as of the former, being 
alway like himſelfe, that is, moſt excellent, he doth firſt in-

full of difficultie, and either meerely or nearely wnreſolua- 
ble, yet doth he couch in a very few verſes, as much 25 reſo 
or probability can perſwade in ſo abſtruſe a ſpeculation.T hen 
intreating of the ſaltneſſe of the ſea, and of the admirable ef-

fedts of diners ſprings and bathes, he concludes the firſt part 
of this booke with an enumeration of thoſe ſingular commoe- . . 
aities which all creatures receine by the conglobation of the - 
earth with the water. In _ part, which is an ample 
and elegant deſcription of the earth, the ſtabilitie and viili- 
tie therofis firſt deciphered, the quaking onertures and com- 
paſſe of the ſame are propoſed: which together with the ſea, 
being but a point compared to the heauens, doth gine him 
occaſion to deduce therehence 4 —__ exhortation , to 
withdraw the worldly mind's of wretched men from the oner 
greedie purſuit of theſe earthly things. Now foraſmuch as 
the earth ſoſeparated from the ſea, was by the heauenly Pro- 
widence pre-ordained to be the mother nource,and entertat- 
ning hoſteſſe of all mankind, he doth moſt artificially embla- 
ſon _—_— ble beauties thereof ,as being moſt variouſly 4.
